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The Islamic conquest of India brought much justice through Tawheed upon a land that was 
littered with the darkness of Shirk. After this conquest the Indian subcontinent entered a 
Golden age which brought much advancement to Indian society. This Golden Age was 
ended due to the weakening of the Islamic State and the Western occupation that came 
afterwards. 


Unlike how Europeans presented themselves at the time, The British Colonization of India 
brought a dark age upon the Subcontinent. Services like education, that were once paid 
through government funding were discontinued under the British. Along with that, because 
the Muslims were the main resistance against the British their properties were stripped away 
from them, while the Hindu and Sikh Mushrikin were prioritised. These policies caused much 
suffering within the Muslim community and pushed many to join the army even though the 
humiliation and discrimination didn't cease. As a challenge to their faith, in 1857 British 
generals commanded the Muslims under their command to clean their guns with pig fat. 
Many Muslim soldiers were offended by the command and disobeyed orders. The British thus 
imprisoned these Muslim soldiers. It was at that point the Muslims had enough and revolted 
in order to free their brethren and to re-establish Muslim rule in India. 


Even though the revolution failed and it would be a very long time afterwards that the 
colonizers would leave India, much can be found in the example of these Muslims who rose 
up. In this issue of Al Aseer Magazine we will focus on the descendants of these lions of Islam 
and the suffering they are undergoing by the Tawagheet and Mushrikin of today.

Once Again 


In 712 a group of Muslim families travelling by ship were taken 
hostage by pirates under the command of Raja Dahir, the Hindu 
ruler of Sind. The Governor of Iraq (part of the Khilafah state) sent 
Muhammad bin Qasim with 6000 troops, to liberate the Muslim 
prisoners. Under Bin Qasim's command, the Muslim army 
defeated and killed Dahir, capturing the entire area of Sind up to 
Multan, transforming the region and bringing it under Muslim rule. 


Between 998 - 1030, under the leadership of Mahmud Ghazni, 
Muslims launched seventeen invasions through the mountainous 
routes of the north west until Islamic rule was established in Punjab 
and several other areas. 


When the Muslim armies arrived in the Indian Subcontinent, they 
found that society was divided into different castes, with Brahmins 
being the most privileged and Shudras (‘the untouchables’) being 
the most downtrodden.

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This rejection of tribalism and 
racism in Islam is what 
attracted many Hindus and 
under Islamic rule, large 
numbers embraced Islam, 
elevating them and freeing 
them from the humiliation 
and oppression of the caste 
system. 


The land of Hind, as it was 
known, flourished for 
centuries under Islamic rule 
UTI Cie "CO! Oiniirailisns 
launched their conspiracy, 
with the establishment of the 
East India Company, to divide 
and conquer the 
economically strategic 
stronghold of the Muslims 
which it achieved by 1757. 
Hind was subsequently 
occupied through rape, 
genocide, pillaging and mass 
murder of Islamic scholars 
and in 1858 the British Raj 
imposed its authority. 
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The turmoil eventually led to the partition in 1947 
spearheaded by the British and a few key players 
that ultimately fulfilled the role of British Agents 
such as Muhammed Al Jinnah. Contrary to 
popular belief that the partition and 
establishment of Pakistan was in the interest of 
Islam, it was a ploy to weaken Islam by stripping 
away huge swathes of Muslim land. 


The fraudulent premise upon which Pakistan was 
created materialised when the land that was 
Supposed to ‘mean Islam’ had very little to do 
with Islam in its governing and became a secular 
state.

In the last few decades, Muslims in India have 
faced much aggression. Fanatical Hindu mobs 
destroyed the 450 year old Babari Masjid in 1992. 
Entire Muslim villages have been burnt in Gujarat 
since 1980's. In recent years Muslims have been 
discriminated against through legislation for 
example the citizenship law whereby non- 
Muslim religious minorities will be granted 
citizenship and Muslims will be excluded. There 
has been widespread lynching of Muslims by 
extremist Hindu mobs and burning of villages 
amidst accusations of Muslims “eating beef. 
Cow dung has been spread in places where 
Muslims pray in congregation to prevent prayer, 
mosques and Muslim owned business have been 
Subject to arson attacks. Many Muslim men and 
women have been arrested and imprisoned for 
speaking up against the oppression. 
In occupied Kashmir there have been 
widespread documented murders and rapes of 
Muslim men, women and children as well as 
arbitrary detention of hundreds of Muslims.

The terms Hindu or Hinduism are’ usually 
associated with individuals who follow a mixture of 
beliefs originating from the Indian Subcontinent. 
Religious practises include the worship of God via 
mediums such as idols, parents or saints through 
various complicated rituals approved by priests 
otherwise Known as brahmins. 


Although, claims have been made connecting 
Hinduism with books such as the Bhagavat Gita or 
Vedas, little can be said about their authenticity 
given the fact that there are no legitimate chains 
of narration affirming the veracity of these texts, 
regardiess of what they contain.

Muhammad Alt Jinnah ts 
generally considered to be a 
great Muslim leader of British 
India who successfully created a 
homeland for the Muslims named 
Pakistan. Students and the youth 
are taught tn their educational institutions to take him as an 
infallible role model; many so-called Pakistani intellectuals 
are seen on the media arguing that the problems of 
Pakistant Muslims can only be solved tf they follow Jinnah or 
Quaid e Azam (meaning “great leader” as he is commonly 
known tn Pakistan) tn true spirit. 





But are there any aspects of Jinnah's life that Pakistan's elite 
and the media are hiding from the public? Is there any 
person other than our beloved Prophet Muhammad (peace 
be upon him) who can qualify to be the role model or “Quaid 
e Azam” for Muslims and can the problems of Pakistant 
Muslims be solved tf they emulate the life of Jinnah? To 
answer these questions, we are presenting in this 
publication some not very well known facts about Jinnah's 
life that have been collected from various biographies. 


Jinnah was born tn an Ismaili Shta family. Ismailis are 
considered non-Muslims because they attribute divine 
qualities to Ali bin Abu Talib (RA). Jinnah did not even 
practice Sht'itsm and he maintained his position to be secular 
throughout his life. None of his biographies mention him 
regularly attending mosque for prayers, fasting in the 
month of Ramadan or paying Zakat. He never went to 
perform Hajj throughout his life despite being extremely 
rich. 


Jinnah never obtained any Islamic religious education; 
instead he studied in a Christian missionary school during 
his childhood. 

Some may argue that Jinnah did attend Sindh Madrassah tul 
Islam but what kind of great Madrassah could it be when tt 
was established by the great grandfather of the corrupt 
former Pakistani president Zardari under the supervision of 
a British Judge named Mr Middleton? 

Jinnah was sent to London by his father for higher studtes 
where he initially became interested in acting for a drama 
theater. After being snubbed by his father, he abandoned 
his ambition of becoming an actor and joined Lincoln's Inn 
to study law where he performed well. 


Later tn his life, Jinnah mentioned that he joined Lincoln's 
Inn because he saw a list of great lawgivers of the world with 
Prophet Muhammad's (peace be upon him) name on the 
top. This was a lie as there was no such list in Lincoln's Inn 
rather those wretched British Kuffar (disbeltevers) had 
installed a picture of our beloved Prophet (peace be upon 
him) tn Lincoln's Inn with a green turban on. 


MUHAMMAD ALI JINNAH

When Muslims of India launched the 
Khilafat movement under the 
leadership of Maulana Muhammad Alt 
Johar to prevent the fall of the Khilafah 
(Islamic State), Jinnah was the only 
mainstream Muslim politictan who 
vehemently opposed it labelling 
Maulana Johar and his brother Maulana 
Shaukat Ali as ‘religious fanatics’.

In 
December 2008, Sheikh Hasina Wajed was 
elected as prime minister. 


The war against Islam has been very apparent 
under Hastna's regime. Stnce she came to 
power, thousands of Muslims have been 
arrested and many Islamic parttes who rose 
against corrupt politiclans have been banned. In 
October 2012 alone, authorities arrested over 
2,500 Muslim activists who were demanding 
that the state be held accountable. 


In recent tumes many Islamic 
scholars have been arrested, 
abducted or oppressed.

4. Those scholars arrested and harassed tn cases 
just because they are scholars, like the case of 
the vice principal of Jamtatul Abrar 
Muhammadpur who has been tmprisoned for 
many years. 


6. Those whose character ts assassinated by the 
Bengali regime and media tn order to humiliate 
them and demonise them before the masses, as

Moreover those who try to highlight 
the case of the Scholars being 
oppressed are threatened with 

severe consequences for politicising

Even a facebook post against Indian oppression 
of Muslims ts reason enough for arrest and even 
murder, such as the case of Abrar who was a 
student at a renowned engineering university, 
who was killed. 
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Bangladesh is a Muslim country 
with over 150 million Muslims. 
For centuries, the area that is now 
Bangladesh was part of the 
Bengal region of India. It was 
ruled over by Muslims as part of 
India until the British colonisation 
of the region and the creation of 
their Raj in India (1858-1947). The 
absence of Islam as a law and 
order has meant that the 
oppression of man made laws has 
reigned, 





The current reality of Bangladesh 
led by the tyrant Sheikh Hasina, in 
the absence of Shari'ah, is 
extreme poverty, poor health 
services and lack of basic 
necessities such as electricity fora 
large proportion of the 


population. Moreover many poor 
families face arrest or the 
disappearance of family 
members for merely teaching 
Islam and carrying dawah. 


Targeted individuals include 
those establishing madaaris who 
have been arrested and 
remanded in custody and then 
face repeated delays to any trials 
and whose families cannot afford 
the legal fees so they remain 
imprisoned and forgotten in a 
dire situation. 


Even women have not been 
spared this plight. The wives of 
Islamic activists are today being 
held with their children in the 
notorious Women's section of 
Kashimpur Central jail in Dhaka. 
In 2017 a social welfare officer 
anonymously leaked information 
regarding the detention of 
children with their mothers 
Stating that children are kept in 
the same area as hardened 
criminals and deprived of 
adequate food. Mothers are 
forced to give away the milk and 
food allotted for their child or to 
sell it for money. 


Many of these women, like their 
husbands, cannot afford legal 
representation and are therefore 
unable to defend themselves. 
They have been languishing in 
prison for several years and any 
attempt made by their families to 
raise awareness about their 
situation is met with threats from 
the authorities. 


Unfortunately these men and 
women continue to suffer in 
silence. 


Just one recent example of the 
plight of a well known Islamic 
scholar is Sheikh Mahmudul 
Hasan Gunbi, who has been 
missing since 6th July 2021 in 
Noakhali District. His family 
believe he has been forcibly 
disappeared by Bengali security 
forces. The local media have 
chosen not to publish anything 
regarding his case and the police 
have totally neglected his 
disappearance. His dawah has led 
many people to embrace Islam.

A particularly disturbing 
example is that of 55-year old Jufaithiya, who was arrested 
because she listened to a banned National Thawheeth 
Jamath sermon on a single occasion and was held at 
Tangalle Navy camp.

Muslims who tested 
negative for Covid-19 were also cremated, such as 44-year- 
old Zubair Fathima Rinosa. Her son reported that he was
